Canada’s  Department  of  Cus¬ 
toms  Has  Worthy  Record 

Ottawa,  October  15.— The  record  of 
the  Department  of  Customs  under  the 
Hon.  J.  D.  Reid  has  been  one  of  ener¬ 
getic  administration,  of  readiness  to 
meet  the  convenience  of  the  public, 
and  of  great  and  rapid  expansion. 

The  customs  revenue  from  October 
10,  1911,  was  $79,392,585;  for  the  fiscal 
year  1912-13  It  was  $115,082,174,  while 
the  customs  revenue  from  April  1, 
1913,  to  August  12,  1913,  was  $42,754,-1 
996.  '  j 

The  expansion  of  the  staff  has 
ben  marked,  the  total  number  having 
gone  up  from  2,459  to  3,250.  The 
particulars  are:

It  is  a  matter  of  great  importance  to 
the  mercantile  public  to  have  a  wide 
diffusion  of  customs  offices,  as  im¬ 
porters  naturally  prefer  to  transact 
their  business  in  their  own  town.  The 
number  of  customs  offices  has  been 
increased  from  661  to  705,  a  net  addi¬ 
tion  of  44.  In  all  53  new  offices  have 
been  opened  and  nine  have  been  clos¬ 
ed.  The  net  result  is  that  in  some  50 
places  the  convenience  of  the  public  is 
met. 

The  number  of  offices  lias  increased 
by  6.6  per  cent.;  number  of  employees 
has  increased  by  32  per  cent.,  and"  the 
revenue  has  increased  by  32  per  cent 
While  the  convenience  of  the  public 
has  been  consulted  and  there  has  been 
liberality  in  the  matter  of  staff,  the 
revenue  has  been  collected  in  an  eco¬ 
nomical  manner.
